BACKGROUND 

On 27 January 2000, applicant filed international application PCT/JPOO/00426. A copy of 
the international application was communicated to the USPTO fi'om the International Bureau on 
02 August 2001. The twenty-month period for paying the basic national fee in the United States 
expired at midnight on 27 September 2001. 

On 27 September 2001, applicant filed national stage papers in the United States 
Designated/Elected OflBce (DO/EO/US). The submission was accompanied by, inter alia, a 
Transmittal Letter and the basic national fee required by 35 U.S.C. 371(c)(1). 

On 26 October 2001, the DO/EO/US mailed a Notification of Missing Requirements 
Under 35 U.S.C. 371 (Form PCT/DO/EO/905), which indicated that an oath or declaration in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.497 must be filed. 

On 20 November 2001, applicant filed an executed declaration. 



DISCUSSION 



The declaration filed 20 November 2001 identifies international application 
PCT/JPOO/00427 as the specification to which it is directed, while the Transmittal Letter identifies 
international application PCT/JPOO/00426.
